For the Very Young Child

Far from being tha 
com paratively harm less disease 
most people consider it, whooping 
cough can product severe comp!lea- 
dona and even end fatally. But, 
most of the*e deaths are needle**. 
We have found not only that the 
discase can be prevented but also 
that the lives of those who get it 
can bt saved by proper care and 
treatment, preferably in a hospital, 
I he Qualities of whooping cougn 
as a killer are demonstrated bv cold, 
hard statistics which show that it 
is annually responsible for four 
times as many deaths in infants 
under two as scarlet feser, diph­

Spasms of Coughing 
Whooping cough produces severe 
•-pa-ms of coughing. At the end of 
the 
coughing attack, the child 
draws in the breath sharply and 
this produces the crow or whoop­ 
ing sound, which gives the disease 
Us name. During *eizures, tha child 
often vomits. There may be some 
slight fever and a little nasal dis­ 
charge 
Of course, the coughing spells 
keep the child from gaining 
strei gth and, because of the vomit­ 
ing, his nutrition also suffers. Prob­ 
ably the most frequent complica­ 
tion is pneumonia. 
Whooping cough has been treated 
w ith the w onder-w orking auh* 
stances, penicillin and tha sulfona­ 
mide drugs, but apparently these 
substances have little, if any, effect 
on th* disease. On tha other hand, 
they may be of soma help in ward- 
ing off complications, particularly 
pneumonia.

under the skin, of whooping cough 
vaccine. As a rule, three injections 
of the vaccine arc employed, given 
a week apart. There are many who 
favor tG giving of tho* injections 
when the infant is about three 
months of age. How ever, others do 
not belier e that injections given this 
early will do any particular good 
since at this time the child still may 
have the immunity or protection 
v* Hieh he inherits ft -rn his parents. 
Then, too, the body tissues may not 
he able at this early age to form 
ant bodies against the whooping 
cough germs. 
However, injections for the pre- 
vrntion of u oom ^ «*o g> should 
*e given by the time the baby is six 
moulin of age, If the vaccine fails 
’o protect tho child completely 
against the disea e# it at least will 
serve to make the attack milder 
should the youngster contract the 
infection.

vent ion which are helpful. Ti.* 
most important of these is to ke^p 
the child away from anyone wuo 
ha. a cough or fever. Whooping 
cough is caused by germ* which 
through thtnose and 
mouth. There germs are present in 
dincharges from th* nose and throat 
of a patient who is infected. Thus, 
by keening the child away from 
tho'# who arc co cuing o, who ara 
sick, whooping cough may be pre­ 
vented.

A high percentage of pullets in 
the flock is recommended be­ 
cause the younger birds are like­ 
ly to produce more e g g s per 
IOO pounds of feed than o l d e r 
hens will lay. Except in breed­ 
ing flocks, roosters are eating 
their heads off at their owner’s 
expense.
